As autumn comes to the valley and 
trees turn a kaleidoscope of colors, 


memories of the past often occupy our - 


thoughts. Reflections of old friends, 
school days and family times are as 
much a part of the season as football 
games, pumpkin pies and Thanksgiv- 
ing. 

The memories of Thanksgiving in-

History has shown that a strong family 
background produces not only some 
good memories, but also some of the 
finest ideas, inventions and in- 
dividuals the world has known. 

Such an outstanding individual, 
nutured by his family in the 
backwoods of America, later became 
the symbol of freedom to a struggling 
nation. At a time when brother fought 
brother and secession threatened to 
divide our country, it was Abraham 
Lincoln who helped hold the nation 
together. This man, the sixteenth 
president of the United States, would 
later say, ‘Everything I am and 
everything I hope to become, I owe to 
my mother.” 

Another man, great in his own right, 
attributes all that he has become to his 
family and the upbringing he received 
in the small town of Thatcher, Ariz. No 
compliment pleased Spencer Wolley 
Kimball more than when older people 
who had known his mother would 
sometimes tell him he was like her. 
“My mother was faultless,” he would 
insist, adding, ““My father was the

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Congressman killed, suicides 


reported in Guyana, S. America 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The State Department 
reported late Saturday it has been told Rep. Leo J. 
Ryan, D-Calif., and a number of reporters have been 


‘shot and killed after an attack on the congressman’s 


fact finding mission at the airport in Port Kaituma, 
Guyana. 

Nine suspects have been reported arrested, but at 
Monday Magazine press deadline, their names had 
not yet been released. 

Ryan was leading a 13-person delegation in- 
vestigating a controversial American religious settle- 
ment at Jonestown in the South American country. 


State Department spokesman Tom Reston said the 
report reached Washington by a flash message from 
the U.S. embassy in Guyana, formerly a British 
colony. 

Reston said the report was relayed by a pilot who 
was flying Ryan, a group of reporters and a Ryan staff 
worker, to the People’s Temple, a settlement of about 
1,200 Americans established in Guyana a year ago by 
Jim Jones, a former San Francisco city official. 

The pilot escaped by flying’ away from the at- 
tackers in one of two planes on the landing strip near 
the settlement. 

The pilot reported an entire NBC-TV crew headed 
by correspondent Don Harris, was shot along with 
Ryan. Also left behind after the shooting was Mark 
Lane, the lawyer representing James Earl Ray, Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s convicted assassin. Lane 
was along as counsel for Jones. 


Two planes had flown to Jonestown and were 
preparing to leave when the shooting broke out. 


Reports of mass suicide 


The State Department-also said it had unconfir- 
med “alarming indications” that at least 200 of the 
outpost’s American settlers committed suicide after 
the Saturday evening ambush. Reston said one set- 
tler from the compound walked 30 miles to Mathews 
Ridge, where the troops had stopped because of 
darkness and reportedly said at least 200 had killed 
themselves before he left. 


The Guyanese sent investigators to Jamestown to 
check the reports. 

A Guyana police spokesman said an unidentified 
member of the sect and her three children were found 
dead Saturday night at a People’s Temple complex 
in a suburb of Georgetown, apparently a triple 
murder-suicide. 

The State Department said the sect had previously 
discussed the possibility of suicide if they felt the sect 
was threatened. The FBI in California was alerted, 
the State Department said. 


A Guyanese military plane brought the wounded 
back to Georgetown, where a U.S. Air Force C-141 
transport plane picked them up. Air Force Southern 
Command officials said the plane was flying to An- 
drews Air Force Base, outside Washington, with a 
possible intermediate stop if the condition of the in- 
jured required it. ; 


Bloody panic 


When the shooting occurred, the pilot and crew 
members from the plane that was to carry the 
departing sect members jumped from the plane, ran 
to a second plane and flew from the remote Port 
Kaituma strip. 

The pilot reported general panic with Ryan and the 
NBC crew lying as if dead, others still moving but 
wounded and still others running for cover. 


Dietrerich said the Port Kaituma strip is not 
lighted and is blocked by the damaged plane. He said 
Guyana officials were flying soldiers and police to a 
nearby lighted airport. _ 

Those on the flight were: Jackie Speier, Ryan’s ad- 
ministrative assistant; Lane; Charles Gary, a lawyer; 
Richard Dwyer, U.S. deputy chief of mission at 
Georgetown, Guyana; Harris; Bob Flick, NBC-TV; 
Ron Javers, the San Francisco Chronicle; Tim 
Rieterman, the San Francisco Examiner; Charles 
Krouse, The Washington Post; Gregory Robinson, 
the San Francisco Examiner; Steve Sung, 34, NBC; 
Robert Brown, NBC. 

Speier, Sung, Anthony Katsoria, Carolyn Boyd 
and Beverly Oliver were seriously injured. The em- 


bassy identified the last three as concerned sect | 


members’ relatives who accompanied the Ryan 
party. 

The killings of Ryan and the others in Guyana was 
the latest and most gruesome incident in a 20-year 
saga of intrigue and controversy surrounding the Peo- 
ple’s Temple and Jones. 


Conceived in Indianapolis in the 1950s with the 
avowed purpose of breaking down class distinctions, 
the Temple moved to Redwood Valley, Calif., in the 
late 1960s and then to San Francisco in 1971. 


A sophisticated political manipulator, Jones 
became a potent force in San Francisco almost over- 
night, organizing some 5,000 Temple members who 
worshipped in his church each Sunday into a task 
force of workers for a host of liberal political cam- 
paigns. 

Jones, 46, is married and has seven children. He 
was born in Indiana, the son of a poor, interracial 
couple. He was married at 18 and formed his first 
church the same year, but later moved it here 


because he found Indiana’s social climate racist. 


At one time, Jones listed among his friends Gov. 
Edmond G. Brown Jr., Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
Bradley and San Francisco Mayor George Moscone. 


Moscone appointed Jones chairman of the city 
Housing Authority after the People’s Temple helped 
him win the mayoral election in 1975. 

But his star began to fade after a series of allega- 
tions by disgruntled former members who com- 
plained that Jones ruled his following with an iron 
hand. 

They said his methods of control included fake 
healings, physical beatings, and exhausting work 
schedules, and accused him of extorting huge sums of 
money and issuing death threats to anyone who 


’ strayed from the church or did anything to discredit

Published reports also said members were required 
to confess in writing to crimes they hadn’t commit- 
ted, including molesting their own children, stealing 
large amounts of money and conspiring to kill the 
president and overthrow the government. 


The rigid discipline was designed, former members 
said, to toughen and unite members so they could 
survive a nuclear holocaust or a fascist takeover of 
the United States, which Jones had predicted. 


Brainwashing 


Former members said Jones’ following submitted 
to his authoritarian regime because his rules and 
rituals left them financially dependent on the 
church, terrified and often brainwashed. 


Jones called the allegations “outrageous lies,” but 
resigned from the Housing Authority in August 1977 
and went to Guyana with the large group of his 
followers to establish the agricultural colony there. 

On Sunday afternoon in San Francisco, Archie 
Ijames, a representative of the group, denied that any 
members of the religious sect staged the ambush. 
“We are nonviolent people,”’ he said. ‘““Whatever the 
circumstances of the airstrip incident, it is not the 
kind of action anyone within the temple would ever 
precipitate.” : 

The full extent of the church’s holding is unknown, 
but the Temple holds title to at least 25 pieces of 
property in Ukiah, Calif., and properties valued at an 
estimate $1.5 million in Mendocino and San Fran- 
cisco counties. 

The controversial People’s Temple first was foun- 
ded by Jones in Northern California 15 years ago and 
claims a membership of 20,000. Jones set up the 
Guyana settlement after he resigned from his job as 
director of the San Francisco Housing Authority, an 
appointed position. : 

After resigning, he established the Guyana scttle- 
ment, an agricultural community made up of Califor- 
nia members who followed him to South America. 

The controversy leading to Jones’ resignation in 
San Francisco arose when former members o! the 
religious cult in California accused him of staging 
fake religious healings and beating members of the 
sect. : 

Jones founded the People’s Temple in California 
on a belief he could erase oppression of the poor, 
eradicate class distinctions and prove that people 
from various backgrounds could live together, a 
church news release claimed.

about turkey:

Turkeys are dumb birds. 


They will pile on each other and suffocate trying to 
hide when they are frightened. During a rain storm, 
they will look up in astonishment, mouths open, and 
drown. Hens can’t remember to squat when laying 
eggs, so there is a loss of eggs when they light. 

But despite their dumbness, many turkeys will be 
invited to dinner in millions of American homes dur- 


ing the holiday season. 


To Terry Hardy, personnel manager for Moroni 
Feed and Glen Olsen, foreman for Moroni Feed, 
turkeys are more than a Thanksgiving feast — they 
are a way of life. Olsen and Hardy are turkey farmers. 

“Yeah,” says Olsen with a smile, “turkeys are very 
dumb. An airplane will fly over and spook them and 
they’ll run to the sides of the pen and pile up on each 


other.” 


Moroni, Utah, is the center of Utah’s turkey in- 
dustry. Over two million turkeys, raised in Sanpete 
County, are brought to the Moroni Feed Cooperative 


for processing. 


The poults or baby turkeys, are hatched in special 
hackeries in St George. They are purchased by far- 
mers in the Sanpete area and are raised until they are 
ready to be killed, about 21 months. Some farmers 
will raise up to a hundred thousand turkeys. 


‘During this time we treat the turkeys as well as 


” 


our kids, 


said a turkey farmer from Moroni. 


It takes five pounds of grain to produce one pound 
of turkey, which is little compared to 12 to 13 pounds 


of grain per pound of beef. 


But despite the lower cost per pound of turkey, the 
price of turkeys will be up 20 to 25 percent over last 


year’s price. 


During the Thanksgiving season, fresh turkeys are 
in great demand, but the gobbler has more to offer 
the consumer than what most people see on 


Thanksgiving. 


“We also process steaks, hot dogs, salami, corn 
dogs, sausage, ham and bologna — all from turkeys,” 


Hardy said. 


More than 50 percent of the turkeys processed are 
cut up and used for other products other than whole 


turkeys. 


“There is one-third less fat and more protein in 
turkey,’ Olsen says, munching on a turkey corn dog. 

About five hundred people are employed in the 
Moroni Feed processing plant. Each employee has 
his own special function. Two men dressed in heavy 
clothes and knit hats pull the dead turkeys from bins 
on a truck and hang them on metal hangers to start 
them down the processing line. At the other end of 
the line, women dressed in white clothing grade the 
turkeys, insert a pop-up thermometer, inject the

mellow Neil of a few years ago), we should take a 
close look and see if Young has changed over the 
years, if he’s mellowed at all. 


Sure, Comes A Time is different. Neil is actually 
looking at the audience on the album cover, and he 
doesn’t look half bad. And, he uses a ton of back-up 
musicians, and string arrangements, mind you, str- 
ings! But the message is still the same. 

“T want the audience to be aware that something 
really did happen (at Woodstock),’’ he recently said 
in an interview with Newsweek. ‘‘We started 
something back then. Musically, the promise of the 
’60s was that we were going to put out. Now, most of 
the people who were really capable of delivering are 
just rusting.” 

Although on a first listening, Comes A Time 
sounds like standard Young fare, (countrified folk 
songs interspersed with primitive rockers, all sung 
with the nasal voice that could put no one to sleep), it 
becomes obvious, digging a little deeper, that Young 
is filling the promise to put out. He is moving, at his 
own speed, as he leaves little doubt, but he is 
progressing. 

The messages of Young’s songs are almost always 
downers; songs about lost love, broken promises and 
loneliness. Although this is standard Waylon Jenn- 
ings/ Willie Nelson/ Johnny Cash material also, 
Young differs in that he has the sense to be able to 
parody his own problems. 

“Let me bore you with a story/ how my lover let me 
down” or “In the field of opportunity/ It’s plowin’ 
time again.” doesn’t sound like the basic Nashville 
Grand Ole Opry message. 

Young’s realistic, perhaps even fatalistic view does 
leave room for some hope, though. 

“I come down from the Misty Mountains/ I got lost 
on the human highway/ Take my head, refreshing 
fountains/ Take my eyes from what they’ve seen.” 


Young gives us hope that although he’s seen it all,

been lost on the human highway (the theme of which 
is to be featured in an upcoming film by Neil), there’s 
a chance that everything is going to turn out all right. 

If for no other reason than to hear that chance ex- 
tolled, in the midst of all the adversity Neil Young 
has professed to have seen, Comes A Time is worth 
buying. 


52nd Street by Billy Joel 
Reviewed by Walt Hilker 
What an absolute thrill. Billy Joel, after years of 
deserving levels of stardom, has finally reached it. 
52nd Street, Billy Joel’s most demanding release so 
far, is probably his finest, all things considered. 
He’s toned down his piano-playing, and now the 
saxophone is the primary instrument used in his 
songs. And that hurts. But it also sounds wonderful. 
52nd Street is tough, lyrically. Beginning with “Big 
Shot,” Joel sings about his hometown New York with 
vibrancy and guts. His imagery in parts is almost 
similar to Bruce Springsteen, with one major dif- 
ference: as always, Joel knows that to portray reality, 
you can’t cut out the humor. “Big Shot” is sung in 
almost a circus atmosphere, all the more accurately 
portraying the clown about whom he sings. In “My 
Life,” his own reality is self-centered, almost con- 


ceited. Yet the comedy in it makes the lyrics loveable 


and hard to disagree with: 

“T don’t need you to worry for me, ’cause I’m all 
right/ I don’t care what you say anymore, this is my 
life/ Go ahead with your own life, and leave me 
alone.” : : 

“Stiletto” is as sharp and as cutting as the song’s 
title and lyrics might metaphorically suggest. In- 
strumentation is driving and exciting, with further 
emphasis on the saxophone. “Zanzibar” is another 
exercise in metaphors, and another life-slice of New 
York, while ‘Half A Mile Away” is mysterious in its 
insinuations, and highly personal. 

Curiously, the title track, “52nd Street,”’ is the 
weakest song on the album. The lyrics are pretty obli- 
que, quite possibly a reference to the “survival of the 
fittest’”’ life that musicians lead (Columbia, for whom 
Joel records, is located on 52nd Street in New York 
Cantey), 

Joel’s individualism remains pure in intent, un- 
matched in determination to keep itself alive. Will 
the public continue to embrace Billy Joel, who

was going to be a great place, a one-bedroom apart- 
ment for only $85 a month. They turned it down 
when they discovered the deal included sharing the 
bathroom with the landlord. 


Everyone wants a deal. But it depends on what 
kind of compromise a couple is willing to make: loca- 
tion, size, privacy, age, condition. Most apartments 
are only partially furnished, which means they have a 
stove and refrigerator, so furnished apartments with 
a low rental rate could fit into the “deal” category. 


Still, it’s up to the individuals to decide just what 
they are willing to give up in exchange for a lower 
price. Or course, the best deals require the fewest 
compromises. These are usually easily recognized. 


Those who find deals — affordable, yet liveable 
places — attribute their success to good fortune andr 
persistance. 

“We really lucked out. It took us two months to 
find it and then we were lucky to happen on it,” says 
a young husband, referring to their two-bedroom 
apartment. 

The best places, says Oviatt, are generally passed 
from friend to friend. “Some places haven’t been 
listed for years.” 

One young family just spent six months living in a 
plush Indian Hills home housesitting for an elderly 
couple on a mission. “My wife and I had both lived in 
their ward before we got married,” says the husband. 
“We called them as soon as we heard they were go- 
ing.” It cost them $100 a month and they “had to 
take care of the yard and pay the utility bills. it was a 
good deal,” he says. 

Some couples get help through their wards. Lists 
are passed around in Elders’ Quorums. Elders’ 
Quorum presidents sometimes keep track of open- 
ings. : : 
For those who don’t have such connections, 
bulletin boards, housing office listings, newspaper 
adds and “For Rent” signs are the only resources. 

Most students report bad luck with rental agen- 
cies. One student claims, ‘I called them up and they 
said they had something for us so we went down. 
They had us sign a contract and pay $30. Then we 
could look at their books. There were only four 
possibilities listed and I had already looked at three 
of them from BYU listings and friends’ referrals. I felt 
like I got ripped off.” a 

A young wife explains her husband’s efforts just 
prior to their marriage. “Everyday he used to go up to 
the Wilkinson Center and look at the tags. He was 
looking for something nice. He said, ‘There’s no way 
I’m going to make you live in a dump. I want us to en- 
joy it when we’re home.’ When he finally found one 
place, it was because he watched the landlord pin the 
notice on the board.” 

Some couples wait at the newspaper offices to get 
the papers fresh off the press. The family living in a 
$120 two-bedroom apartment who were just moving 
out explain that the apartment was rented to the first 
couple who came to look just two hours after the ad 


“came out. 


One newlywed tells of getting discouraged from 
looking at so many “dumps,” but stresses the impor- 
tance of persevering. “On the outside, these older

that’s not a dump

“The place was basic early-American cinderblock, 


with no carpet. We went in and I walked into the 
bedroom. When I came back out, my wife was sitting 
in the middle of the front room floor, crying. ‘I can’t 
live here,’ she sobbed. 


“The apartment was filthy. It was really depress- 


ing, but I talked her into moving in anyway. It’s not 
the best, but it’s cheaper.” 


This lament by a BYU student illustrates a 


problem many married students have — being forced 
to live in what they call ‘““dumps” because they can’t 
find anything else they can afford. 


Married BYU students on strict budgets, looking 


for tolerable housing, find themselves limited in 
selection. While five percent of the rental spaces for 
single students are vacant at any one time, only one 
percent of the marrieds’ housing market is available 
for rent. 


Don Wrye, president of BYU Married Students’ 


Organization, mirrors the views of many marrieds. “I 
think there’s a definite shortage in married students’ 
housing. Most of the people who build housing in the 
area build with the idea of stacking in six singles. 
They’re looking from the financial perspective.” 


“At today’s prices, there is no way a landlord can 


build a place for couples to live,’ Lamon Oviatt, 
director of Off-Campus Housing, says. 


And R. Bliss Allred, owner of Alta Apartments, 


agrees. “I couldn’t afford to rent to marrieds,” he 
says. “A married couple with a family and going to 
school just can’t pay much rent.” 


The first place many couples look for housing is the 


BYU Married Students’ Housing Office. On-campus 
facilities are popular because of lower rent and close 
location. However, long waiting lists mean couples 
must apply from one to two years in advance. Even 
though this wait might be shortened as much as six 
months for those applying for occupancy beginning 
Spring term, a couple still must usually wait longer 
than they can afford. 


“We kept calling once or twice a week (when their 


name was near the top of the list), kept hoping and 
waiting for Wymount to open up,” says one married 
student. Since he and his wife weren’t sure if they 
could get into Wymount Terrace, they committed 
themselves to a place off-campus. 


The BYU Housing Office has off-campus listings of 


all BYU-approved complexes, but most are priced 
higher than on-campus apartments. Additional 
monthly charges average $35 plus utility costs. 


Listings of available individual units ranging from 


basements to luxurious apartments are also located 
at the Housing Office. 


“Some students come in six months in advance 


and there’s no way we can help them,” says Oviatt. 
He recommends looking at his office no more than a 
month prior to the need. :

The scene was all too familiar: fourth down, fourth 
quarter and less than a minute remaining. 

Quarterback Jim McMahon started his long lonely 
walk back to the-sideline after his desperation pass was 
tipped by a Ute player and fell helplessly to the ground, 
securing a Utah victory over Holiday Bowl-bound BYU. 

Inside the locker room, a pin could be heard hitting 
the ground, asthe Cougars pondered how they let a 16-0 
halftime lead slip through their fingers. 

“Of course it was disappointing to be ahead and have 
it get away,” Coach LaVell Edwards said, following a 
93-22 defeat to their in-state rivals. It was Utah’s first 
victory against BYU since 1971. 


16-point lead 


As the gun sounded to end the first half the Cougars 
found themselves comfortably in the driver's seat 
holding a commanding 16-point lead and ahead in 
almost every statistic. 

BYU had scored on a 37-yard touchdown pass from 
McMahon to Lloyd Jones and on three Brent Johnson 
field goals, which including a 52-yard kick, one-yard shy 
of a WAC record. 

Prior to the start of the second half, Edwards was 
asked about the fact that McMahon had been sacked so 
many times in the first half. 

In reply the Cougar grid coach said he wasn’t worried, 
but that the sixteen point lead was the statistic that 
really mattered. 


-Turning point 


According to Edwards the turning point in the game 
came in the third quarter when wide receiver Lloyd 
Jones fumbled on an end-around after picking up 32 
yards. : 

“T thought the crucial play of the game was the end- 
around where we fumbled,” Edwards said. “That play 
caused us to lose our momentum and from then on we 
never threatened.” 

The Cougar offensive attack, which totalled up 220 
yards in the first half grounded to a halt as the Utah 
defense held BYU to a mere 88 total offensive yards in 
the second half. 


Ute explosion 


On the flip side of the coin though the Utes, who were 
held to only 174 yards in the first half, exploded for 273 
yards in the remaining two periods.

After being held scoreless the first half Utah put their 
first points on the board in the third quarter with a 
Randy Gomez to Jim Teahan 25-yard touchdown pass. 
The score culminated a 78-yard drive which began after 
the Cougar end-around fumble. 

BYU’s only points in the second half came after 
linebacker Larry Miller deflected a Gomez pass into the 
waiting arms of Dave Francis, which the defensive back 
ran 20 yards for the score. 

After containing the Cougar offense the Utes went to 
work on the BYU defenders. 

With 8:52 remaining in the fourth quarter, Utah cut 
’s lead to five after Gomez hit running back 
Tony Lindsay on a 42-yard touchdown pass. 

After a change of possesion, BYU fullback Bill Ring 
fumbled the ball on the Cougar 27-yard line which set 
up the winning score for the Utes, which came with little 
over two minutes remaining. 

The Cougars then had posession of the ball twice with 
two minutes left in the game but were unable to score. 

Defensively, the Cougars played aggressively until the 
fourth quarter. “It’s tough for the defense to remain 
strong when they are continually called on to play,” 
Edwards said. 

Gomez had five passes deflected by Cougar linemen 
including one for a> touchdown. Leading the Cougar 
defense was middle linebacker Rod Wood with four un- 
assisted tackles and 17 assisted taekles. Wood also in- 
tercepted a Gomez pass. 


Rush shut-off 


The BYU running game, which had been improving 
the last three weeks, was completely shut-off, as the 
Cougars were held to a total of 58 yards rushing. 

The leading rusher for the Cougars was wide-receiver 
Lloyd Jones, who ran the 32 yards on the end-around. 
McMahon had the longest run from scrimmage this year 
for BYU when he ran for 58 yards on a quarterback 
draw, which set up a Brent Johnson field goal in the first 
period. 

In twelve attempts, McMahon picked up 72 yards 
while losing 64 for a net total of 12 yards. 

Although disappointed with the defeat, Edwards is 
more concerned with the Holiday Bowl. 

“The fact still is, we won the championship,” he said. 
“We need to establish momentum for the bowl game. In 
a way this loss may have been good for us.” 

The Cougars travel to Hawaii next week to take on 
the University of Hawaii in a non-conference tilt.

Taylor rammed the ball 
through the net with such force, he 
knocked the rim off it’s hinges two 
times. Steve Trumbo (6-8, 230) won 
the competition on a variety of over- 
the-head slams which brought the 
crowd to its feet with a thunderous 
applause. 

Despite finding themselves down 
by 16 points to start the second half, 
the first-string quickly regained the 
lead. Fred Roberts led the charge, 
finishing the game with a 29 point 
performance, good for high scoring 
honors.

Eleven Cougars finished the 
game in double figures: Runia pop- 
ped in 21 on a variety of long bombs 
and Taylor dominated the inside 
game, powering in 20 counters.
